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DETAILED ACTION 
EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/or

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-11 are allowed. 

The instant application is deemed to be directed to a non-obvious improvement over the 
invention patented in Pat. No. 6,532,799. The improvement comprises the steps of flowing a gas 
through a mold of cavity containing the fiber preform, measuring gas pressure at multiple 
locations on the mold wall while applying the gas through the mold cavity, and analyzing the gas 
pressure using discriminant analysis to detect defects of local preform of the fiber prior to 
injecting liquid/resin molding process while Zhang et al. in Pat. No. 6,532,799 teaches a method 
for in-situ and on-line monitoring a fiber preform process using a plurality of pressure sensors 
located within the mold sections to measure gas pressure at multiple locations on the mold to 
obtain a permeability profile of the preform to detect defects of the local preform by comparing it 
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with a simulated pressure profile acquired prior with the knowledge of the permeability of the 
fiber performs.
